Eleanor  Siden  resigns

Consider  this:  over  the  past 
ten  years  the  OMI  Communi¬ 
ty  Association  has  come  to 
rely  more  and  more  on  the 
services  of  one  person.  That 
person,  Eleanor  Siden, 
resigned  from  her  many  OMI 
duties  as  of  February  1.  Can 
the  community  find  a  replace¬ 
ment  for  its  “professional 
volunteer”? 

“Professional  volunteer” 
doesn’t  quite  describe  this 
small-town  girl  from  Holt- 
ville,  Calif,  (population^ 
3,496),  who  has  done  so  much 
to  make  the  OMI  a  more 
friendly,  comfortable  place  to 
live.  But  if  professionals  are 
tirelessly  efficient  and 
volunteers  work  for  love,  not 
money,  then  Eleanor  Siden  is 
a  professional  volunteer. 

The  term  doesn’t  sit  well 
with  her,  but  she  can’t  think  of 
a  better  one.  “Some  people 
call  me  ‘the  finger  in  the 
dike’,’’  she  says  with  a  laugh, 
“but  that’s  bit  overwhelm-

ing.”  No  more  overwhelming 
that  the  lengthy  list  of 
Eleanor’s  contributions  to  the 
OMI. 

When  she  and  her  husband, 
Douglas,  moved  to  their  In- 
gleside  home  in  1966,  the  OMI 
Project  was  struggling  to 
unite  three  neighborhoods 
and  win  much-needed  clout  at 
City  Hall.  She  quickly 


im¬ 


mersed  herself  in  the  educa¬ 
tional,  community  planning, 
fund  raising  and  publicity  ac¬ 
tivities  which  helped  the  OMI 
Project  become  the  OMI 
Community  Association. 

OMI  causes  brought 
Eleanor  new  experiences  in 
working  with  personnel  from 
city  departments  and  school 
districts,  local  supervisors 
and  state  legislators. 

She  recalls  vividly  her  ef¬ 
forts  to  get  adult  education 
back  in  the  neighborhood  in 
1968.  The  S.F.  Community 
College  Centers  didn’t  exist 
then,  and  OMI  activists  were 
not  sure  how  the  community 
would  respond  to  night 
classes  at  Balboa  High 
School. 

“Even  though  it  was  rain¬ 
ing,”  she  says  today,  “over 
400  came.  We  were  ecstatic.” 

As  OMICA  adult  education 
chairperson,  she  played  a  key 
role  in  organizing  city-wide 
workshops  on  reading  and  on 
school  integration.

Three  experts  were  on  a 
panel  concerning  the  future 
use  of  Farragut  School  which 
was  the  main  topic 
The  three  were  Jule  John¬ 
son,  S.F.  Board  of  Education 
member,  Larry  Jacobson, 
staff  member,  Property 
Management  Office  of  the 
SFUSD,  and  Lou  Blazej  of  the 
City  Planning  Department. 

Jacobson  explained  that 
Farragut  is  still  being  used  by 
the  school  district.  He  pointed 
out  the  dilemma  facing  the 
school  board  as  a  result  of 
Proposition  13  cuts  in  funds 
from  education  and  the  re¬ 
sulting  need  to  obtain  max¬ 
imum  revenue  from  the  sale 
or  lease  of  school  district  pro¬ 
perties. 

He  said  that  the  school 
board  will  schedule  public 
hearings  when  the  Farragut 
site  is  available.  At  this  time, 
the  OMICA,  along  with  other 
community  groups,  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  present  its 
proposal  for  use  of  the 
building. 

Johnson  reiterated  the 
school  district’s  need  for 
revenue  to  carry  out  its  pro¬ 
grams.

The  recent  tow- 
away  contract  problems  fur¬ 
nish  an  example  of  what  can 
happen  when  too-rapid  action 
is  taken.  Except  where  the

The  newly  created  Child 
Chre  Coordinating  Service, 
acting  out  of  the  Mayor’s  Of¬ 
fice,  should  more  than  pay  for 
itself  by  furnishing  much 
needed  care  to  many  more 
children  at  a  lower  per  capita 
and  over-all  total  chst.

At  the  same  time,  it  will 
establish  much  needed  city¬ 
wide  minimum  safety  and 
care  standards. 

Our  office  is  very  much  in 
need  of  your  views  on  such 
matters  as  traffic  control  stop 
signs,  street  repairing  and 
cleaning  needs.  There  is  such 
a  long  time  line  between  when 
the  departments  are  notified 
and  when  they  are  able  to 
schedule  the  work,  that  the 
earlier  we  receive  requests 
the  better.

Regardless  of  other  more 
immediate  or  controversial 
neighborhood  problems,  the 
m«jor  issue  to  concern  us  all, 
on  J  daily  basis,  is  crime. 

One  crime  prevention 
measure  urgently  needed  in 
San  Francisco  is  the  9-1-1 
emergency  telephone  system. 
It  is  designed  to  provide  im¬ 
mediate  response,  by  police, 
fire  and  ambulance  services, 
to  calls  in  time  of  real 
emergency. 

In  my  estimation,  this  pro¬ 
gram  is  a  necessity. 

Many  of  you  have  noticed 
that  since  July,  1977,  your 
telephone  bills  have  reflected 
a  .5  percent  tax  for  the  im¬ 
plementation  of  this  system. 
This  was  the  result  of  a  law 
passed  by  the  California 
Legislature  in  July,  1976, 
which  required  a  statewide 
9-1-1  system  by  1985,  and 
authorized  the  phone  com¬ 
panies  to  collect  the  tax 
monies. 

As  of  this  date,  the  State  has 
collected  statewide  some 
$13,000,000.  Approximately 
$600,000  is  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  residents.  However, 
because  of  the  way  the  law 
was  written,  the  collection  of 
these  funds  does  not  insure 
that  we  will  receive  the  total 
which  has  been  collected. 

If  the  City  receives  only  a 
fraction  of  what  the  State  has 
collected  from  the  .5  percent 
tax  on  our  telephone  bills,  we 
will  need  to  find  other  sources 
of  money  to  implement  9-1-1 

I  am  committed  to  this  task 
and  hope  to  give  you  further 
details  during  the  ensuing 
months.  I  hope,  if  you  agree 
with  me,  that  you  will  follow 
the  progress  of  this  closely 
and  assist,  later  this  spring,  in 
supporting  any  measures 
presented  to  the  Board  to  im¬ 
plement  this  vital  service

SPCA  aid  for 
seniors'  pets 

The  San  Francisco  Society 
for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Animals  Pet-A-Care  pro¬ 
gram  provides  a  health  care 
plan  for  pets  of  senior  citizens 
on  low,  fixed  incomes. 

Eligible  seniors  pay  only  $2 
for  each  of  the  following  ser¬ 
vices:  visit  and  examination, 
rabies  vaccination,  distemper 
vaccination,  worming,  spay¬ 
ing/neutering,  surgery, 
hospitalization,  medicine, 
transportation  (pet  only). 

The  difference  between  the 
$2  charge  and  the  actual  costs 
is  made  up  by  dues,  donations 
and  bequests  of  SPCA 
members  and  contributors.

Hoods ,  harlots  and  hooch 


(Last  part  of  series) 

In  the  shady  glen  that  is  now  Sigmund  Stern  Grove  sits  a  pic¬ 
turesque  Victorian  cottage.  Its  innocent  gingerbread  and  gay 
yellow  and  blue  paint  give  no  hint  to  its  racy,  tawdry  past.  If  its 
walls  could  speak,  the  Trocadero  Inn  (as  it  was  originally 
known)  could  tell  tales  that  would  curl  your  ears:  tales  of 
hoodlums,  horses,  harlots  and  hooch  —  a  house  with  many 
lifetimes  swept  away  in  fast  living. 

The  Trocadero  Inn  was  built  in  1892  by  George  Green,  second 
generation  of  the  Green  clan  who  settled  on  the  land  next  to 
Lake  Merced.  A  brother,  Daniel  Green,  had  built  Ocean  View 
House  years  before,  across  from  the  race  track,  near  Lake 
Merced,  so  the  family  was  well  versed  in  the  art  of  running 
roadhouses  for  the  racing  set. 

The  Trocadero  was  more  than  a  common  roadhouse  though, 
it  was  more  a  retreat,  a  place  a  gentleman  could  go  when  he 
tired  of  the  fast  and  dirty  city  with  its  politics  and  police.  The 
sylvan  glen  not  only  held  a  hotel,  but  had  small  cabins  deep  in 
the  woods  for  private  and  doubtful  doings. 

The  Inn  initially  was  run  by  George  Green.  After  the  turn  of 
the  century  it  was  leased  to  a  series  of  San  Francisco  nabobs  — 
C.A.  Hooper,  millionaire  lumberman;  Adolph  Spreckels,  and 
later  to  Hiram  Cook,  a  prize-fight  referee. 

Cook  expanded  the  facilities  to  include  a  deer  park,  a  beer 
garden,  a  dance  pavillion,  a  lake  for  rowing  and  “the  finest 
trout  farm  in  California.”  In  1903  it  may  have  been  the  only 
trout  farm  in  California. 

In  1907,  Abe  Ruef  used  the  Trocadero  as  a  hideout,  attempt¬ 
ing  to  escape  jail  during  the  graft  trials  of  Ruef,  Schmidt  and 
the  Boodle  Board.  Ruef  was  found  upstairs  at  the  Trocadero 
quietly  eating  supper  when  the  police  finally  ran  him  to 
ground. 

During  prohibition,  the  Inn  was  closed  to  the  public,  not  to 
open  again.  George  Green  still  lived  on  the  land  and  tended  the 
extensive  grounds.  Perhaps  a  few  of  his  close  friends  dropped 
by  in  the  evenings  for  “conversation,”  since  rumor  has  it  that

the  Trocadero  was  one  of  the  most  congenial  speakeasies  in 
town.  But  it  could  have  been  that  they  were  only  good  friends 
and  George  was  only  extending  the  famous  Green  hospitality. 
Mrs.  Sigmund  Stern  bought  the  farm  from  George  Green  in 
1931  as  a  memorial  to  her  late  husband.  She  deeded  it  to  the 
City  of  San  Francisco  with  the  express  provision  that  it  would 
forever  be  used  only  for  recreation  by  the  people. 

There  could  have  been  no  more  generous  or  more  fitting  gift. 
Since  1938,  the  Grove  has  been  the  home  of  the  Summer  Music 
Festival  where,  on  Sunday  afternoons,  free  musical  programs 
are  presented. 

The  Trocadero  Inn,  the  only  building  in  Stern  Grove  left  from 
the  past,  is  used  as  a  clubhouse  by  the  Park  and  Recreation 
Department. 

It  can  be  rented  by  groups  for  special  occasions,  and  their  in¬ 
nocent  gaiety  is  not  daunted  at  all  by  the  bullet  holes  that  still 
grace  the  front  door  and  the  stairs  from  the  Trocadero’s  ex¬ 
citing  past.

“We  can  boast  what  few 
churches  can  —  we  are 
steadily  growing,”  says  the 
Rev.  John  W.  Pfleiderer,  of 
Pilgrim  Community  Church, 
400  Randolph  St.  He  supplied 
the  pulpit  there  for  a  year 
before  being  unanimously 
elected  pastor  last  Dec.  17. 

His  formal  installation  as 
pastor  will  be  held  on  Sunday

His 
mother’s  family  lived  in  In- 
gleside  Terrace  where  he 
spent  the  summers  “sliding 
down  the  sundial  and  walking 
around  the  race  track  many 
times  with  my  blind  grand¬ 
father.” 

A  fully  ordained  Methodist 
minister,  Pfleiderer  attended 
Denver  University  and  the 
Iliff  School  of  Theology.  He 
held  two  pastorates  of  six 
years  each  in  Montana  before 
coming  to  San  Francisco  in 
1971. 

In  his  combined  home  and 
studio,  he  professionally 
creates  striking  work  in 
stained  glass  including  win¬ 
dows,  Tiffany  style  lamp 
shades  and  candle  holders.

volunteers  spent  long  hours 
soliciting  ads  from  local  mer¬ 
chants,  writing  and  editing 
stories,  holding  stapling  par¬ 
ties  and  distributing  the 
finished  copy. 

By  May,  1969,  the 
mimeographed  newsletter 
had  become  a  printed 
newspaper  which  would  even¬ 
tually  reach  a  distribution  of 
some  15,000  homes  and 
business  places. 

And  so  it  went.  For  every 
tottering  step  of  the  newly 
born  OMICA,  Eleanor  was 
there  to  smooth  the -way. 

She  served  at  various  times 
as  OMICA  board  member, 
vice  president,  historian  and 
“coordinator”  —  that  catch¬ 
all  term  that  hardly  tells  the 
story  of  dinner-time  phone 
calls  and  Sunday  afternoons 
in  the  office. 

And  always  making  lists: 
lists  of  merchants,  lists  of 
schools,  lists  of  churches,  lists 
of  street  names.  “I’ll  miss  my 
office  cohort,  Margaret  Dorn. 
She  and  have  both  been  at  it 
from  1973  on.... those  lists!  I 
kept  seeing  jobs  that  needed 
to  be  done,”  she  says  with 
characteristic  understate¬ 
ment. 

Behind  it  all  has  been  a 
serious  commitment  to 
people.  “Getting  to  know  your 
neighbors  —  that’s  terribly 
exciting  to  me,”  she  says. 
“You’re  building  a  friendship 
while  improving  your  neigh¬ 
borhood. 

“I’ve  heard  people  tell  me 
‘You’ve  come  a  long  way, 
baby’,”  she  says,  laughing. 
After  so  many  years  hunched 
over  endless  lists  and 
newspaper  layout  tables,  she 
intends  to  spend  her  time  out¬ 
doors  walking,  gardening, 
back-packing  with  the  Sierra 
Club  and  working  in  the 
greenhouse  at  the  Jewish 
Home  for  the  Aged. 

Does  she  have  any  second 
thoughts,  any  fears  that  the 
OMICA  can’t  survive  her 
leaving? 

Once  before  she  had  tried  to 
phase  out  of  her  duties,  but  as 
long  as  she  was  still  around, 
no  one  else  stepped  forward. 
Now  she  believes  that  she  will 
have  to  challenge  the  com¬ 
munity  by  creating  a  void. 
And  she  thinks  her  neighbors' 
will  meet  the  challenge. 

“I  may  be  leaving  too  big  a 
hole.  .  .but  I  feel  that  the 
neighborhood  will  rally.  This 
is  a  neighborhood  that  rallies. 
Brooks  Park  showed  that.”

Need  homes  for  teens 


Foster  homes  for  teen¬ 
agers  only  are  being  sought 
by  Alternative  Family  Ser¬ 
vices  (AFS)  which  licenses 
such  homes  in  San  Francisco 
and  Marin  County. 

The  agency  does  a  thorough 
job  of  screening  potential 
foster  homes  and  youngsters 
(13  through  18)  to  meet  all 
state  and  AFS  requirements. 

The  state  requires  that : 

—  the  foster  child  have 
his/her  own  bedroom  or  share 
with  another  teen-ager 

—  foster  parents  must  be 
fingerprinted 

—  foster  parents  must  have 
recent  physical  examinations 
and  TB  tests 

AFS  does  complete  and 
careful  home  studies, 
meeting  with  the  foster 
parents  and  visiting  the 
homes.  It  also  provides  a 
three-week  orientation  and 
eight-week  long  training  pro¬ 
gram  to  aid  the  potential 
parents. 

The  next  training  session 
begins  in  early  March  and  is 
open  to  the  public.  It  is  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  S.F. 
Community  College  District 


and  will  be  conducted  by  Jay 
Berlin,  AFS  executive  direc¬ 
tor.  He  is  an  expert  in  mar¬ 
riage,  family  and  child 
counseling. 

Through  AFS,  foster 
parents  receive  continual 
counseling  with  one  person 
who  is  available  at  anytime  in 
an  emergency  situation. 

Parents  also  receive  $242.50 
per  month  for  subsistence  for 
the  child,  plus  medical  and 
dental  aid,  and  a  one-time, 
placement  allowance  of  $175 
for  clothing. 

Depending  on  the  home 
study,  the  AFS  may  license 
single  parents,  unwed  couples 
or  gay  persons.  Individuals 
with  police  records  may  be 
acceptable  if  they  have  never 
been  involved  in  child 
molestation  or  violence.
